MARSHAL TURNER'S ERE, 


Ex-Marshal Turner, of Alabama, was before 
the house committee investigating the expen- 
ditures of the department of justice to-day, 
and was cros3 examined by the committee on 
his testimony given yesterday. He protested 
against the cross examination by the examin- 
ers of the department who were present, and 
ssid if he had them in Alsbama he would 
have them all in the penitentiary. He 
exhibited two aflilavits from persons who 
deny having made certain affidavits that the 
examiners held, Turner asserted that the 
charges for guards and mileage, which had 
been made by his deputies, were not iilegal, 
although the practice was a bad one. 
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THE AMERICAN NAVY, 


A Long Debate In the Senate on the Nocd of a 
Navy. 

Wasurincton, February 26.—The senate 
‘ook up the unfinished business of yesterday, 
being the bill to authorize the construction of 
additional steal vesselg for the navy. Mr. 
Haile xddressead the senate upon it, pointing 
out the necessity for ships. The United S‘ates 
possesses hardly a single ship of the class now 
recoznized by the nations of the world as nec- 
essary fornaval purposes. When we contem- 
plated things that were happening almost ev- 
ery dsy—clouds Jowering on the political 
horizon, though not themselves fraught witle 
danger, at least showed that this country 
should no longer be permitted to remain in 
its present helpless condition. In case of 
trouble, the people of the United States would 
be loth to forgive any administration of pub- 
lic affairs that bad not sought to do something 
toremedy the present defenseles condition 
of the navy. 

Mr. Hale introduced the following joint 
resolution, which was at once read three 
times and passed without debate: ‘‘Resolved 
»y the senate and house of representatives, 
chat the act of HerBritanic Majesry’s govern- 
ment in presenting to the United States goy- 
erument the arctic steamship, Alert, which 
will be used in the cantemplated expedition 
-o relieve Lieutenant Greely and party, is 
recognized as opportune and generous, and is 
deeply appreciated by the congress and peo 
vle of the United States. That the president 
be and he is hereby requested to conimuni- 
cate a copy of tuis resolution to her Britanic 
majesty’s government.” 

Mr. Plumb offered a resolution, which was

IN THE HOUSE. 

Mr. Mayo, of Virginia, rising to a question 
of privilege, said thatthe gentleman from 
Virginia (G. D. Wise) onthe flsor of the 
house had stated that the governor of Vir 
ginia had refused to signthe former’s certifi 
cate when the latter knew that the guvernor 
does not sign any certificates. The chair 
replied that the question wasnot one of priv- 
ilege. Mr. Mayo said: “‘The gentleman has 
stated what I’m afraid is personal to myself.”

fused to recognize the question as one of privi- 
lege. The house again went into committee 
of the whole and took up the pleuro-pneu 
monia billeand a controversy was resumed, 
which arose when the bill was originally pre- 
sented over its constitutionality. Mr. Hatch, 
of Missouri, favoring the bill and Mr. Eaton, 
of Connecticut, opposing were the principal

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THE LOTTsRY BILL. 


Preeeribing @onaliies Agslast Publishers of News- 
papers Kunoing Lottery Advertisements. 
WasHineton, February 26.—Senator Wi!- 
sou reported favorably withamendments from 
the cymmittee on postoffices and postroads, 
the bill introduced by Senator Sawyer to 
prohibit the mailing of newspapers and other 
publications containing lottery acdvertise- 
ments. Ihe biil, as it was introduced, pro- 
vided that it should be unlawful to deposit 
in any mail receptacle, postal cards, Or post 
office, or to convey by mail or to give to any 
employe of ihe postal service, to be sent by 
mail, any newspaper, pamphiet, or other pub- 
lication containing an advertisement or other 
notice of lottery or agency of a lottery or of 
a lottery drawing and prescribed penalties 
for the violation of these provisions, The 
prohivitions contained in the = orig: 
inal bill are retained in the 
bill as reported, but the bill is amended 
by striking out the penaity section and sub- 
stituting therefor the following: ‘‘Auy per- 
son engaged in publishing a newspaper, & 
owner or part owner, preprietor, agent, man- 
ager or superintendent, agers or other 
officers connected therewith, and any person 
engaged in couducting & lottery, a8 Owner 
or part owner, and any person connected 
therewith, as superintendent, manager, 
agent, orin aby over capacity, violating 
tue provisions of this act, upon conviction 
thereof, shali be liable to fine for each offense 
of not less than $200, with the costs of prose- 
eution or imprisonment for not less than 
thirty days, por more than one year, or poth, 
atthe discretion ofthe court. It is also 
amended by the addition of asection as fol- 
lows: “All other persous not embraced in 
the foregoing section who shall violate the 
provisions of this act with the intemt to give 
circulation toany advertisements OF notice 
of a lottery,orany agency thereof, = any 
notice, report or statement of any te 
of a lottery, sball be subject to the penalty 
reseribed ia the first section of this act. 
The minority report was signed by a 
Jackson, Maxey and Groome and opposes the 
bill on consti‘utional grounds, it is te ay 
long argument, tue gist of which is tha e 
vyernment has no power to suppress 
ae i and consequently no 
mbling in any state, !

THE POLITICAL GERMAN 


IN WHICH THE CAND'DATES ARE 
TRAINING FOR FAVORS. 


Plans Intende to Break up the Great Strength 
Which Seems to Surround Arthur—Bilsaine’s 
Hop s—A New Hampshire Boom for the 
Tieket of 1876-Logan’s Changes, 


Wasuixeton, February 26.—Now that the 
dates of both the national conventions have 
been annonrnced, the gossip regarding the 
candidates becomes more interesting. It ia 
the manifest intention of friends of avowed 
presidential candidates in the republican 


party to scatter Arthur's strengih. There 
seems jlittle doubt that they wvuld re- 
gard the absence of a solid New York delega- 
tion to Chicagoin Arthur’s favor as conclusive 
against hischances. Several important meet- 
ings have been held here since tue widely re- 
ported Buffalo conference, all of which have 
aimed at Arthur’soverthrow. The latest con- 
ference has not broken up. Senator Logan 
came Over yesterday from Washington, 
and last night he met ex Senator Cusffee, of 
Colorado, and several others, who have be- 
come interested in the anti-Arthur move- 
ment, and tonight the cry is raised of 
“Anything to beat Arthur.”’ Chaffee, Logan 
and Emory Storrs, of Cuicago, speat this af- 
ternoon with Generai Grant, and then 
Coatfee, as Logan’s friend, visited Whitelaw 
Reid. (be Tribune of late has been calling 
altention prominently to divided prefereaces 
in the party. Postmaster Genera! Gresuam 
rode out with Genersi Grant ths alter- 
E:ory Storra said tomigit:

Logan can carry Oniv; that he cao pull us 
large a vote in ludiana es apy other mag, and 
is probaoly strooger in Indiana than any 
oiher republican, and that it is absurd tha:

When 
Mr. Gresham was asked to-night about 
this conversation, he replied: “What 
I ssid to Siorrs was intended only for bhim- 
self.

1 did not say Logan was stronger 
in Indiana than any other republican, but 
that be was strung there fur obvious reasons 
I do not wish to be quoted publicly, and nave

Ex Senator Cragin, of New 
Hampshire, said to-night that he had infor- 
mation wWhilein Wasnington last week that 
Arthur was favorable to Edmunds if be cau 
not himself secure the nomination. 
He predicts that New England will 
be solid for Edmunds. The fact that 
Logan’s friends are in close 
communication with the half-breed leaders 
here is believed in some quarters to indicate 
a general understanding among all the ele- 
ments opposed to Arthur, whether upon 
principle ur for. personal reasons, E imuuds 
will tske away many votesirom Arthurin 
New England and New York, while Logan 
will takea large vole away in the west and 
south. Senator Chaffee, who is managing 
Luogan’s affairs, was a Biaine man four years 
ago and a general plan for breaking down 
Artburin New York and elsewhere 1s cred- 
ited to the studious ex-secretary of state. 
A CALL’FOR THE OLD TICK8T, 

Benton, N. H,, February 26.—-A call to-day 
upon George W. Mann, ot this town, found 
him ready to talk politics, and enthusiastic 
in his belief thata grand victory awaits the 
democracy in the next national contest with 
their wily adversary.

Dr. Greon Refases te Expose the Secrets of the Wea- 
tern Usien. . 

Wasuinctos, February 26—Dr. Green, 
president ef the Western Union Telegraph 
company, Was again before the senate sub- 
committee on postoffices and post-roads, 
which seeks information concerning the basi- 
ness of the telegraph company. Senator 
Hill’s efforts were directed w eliciting from 
the doctor astatement of the revenue of the 
company from the gold and stock telegrapb 
company cable contracts and various outside 
sources, but Green refused to answer on 
general principles. He regarded the questions 
us inquisitorial in their nature. In reply to 
a direct inquiry from Senstor Hil!, Dr Green 
said that abeut two years ago negotiations 
berween the Western Union and Balrinimwne 
and Ohio telegraph companies had vrogresee¢ 
so far that contracts were ac:naliy sigred, 
when the return from Earope of Jobo W. 
Garrett atrangemenis into 4

produce among oiler contracts those wi b the 
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_ several grounds—that they were rot in his in. 
| dividual custody; that they were under the 
| control of the executive committee of the

had the rignt or power to com pel the witness

THE COPI .H STORY. 


The Troubics Dus to Matthews’ Bad Character ase 
1 iz ». 

New QOrgueans, February 26.—The senate 
committee resumed the hearing iu relation to 
the Copish couaty, Mi-s., outrages to day, 
when the following witnesses were called by 
the domocrats: Geo. S. Dodds (recalled) tes- 
tified concerning the interview with Barnett, 
published in the National Republican of 
Washington, asseriog that the statements 
immade therein were untrua Pink Beecham, 
& member of the grand jury, 
testifed substantially as has another 
meaiber of that body, regarding the efforta 
mde to ascertain the guilty parties in the 
Wallace aud Portner cases. L. T. Chiles tes- 
tified impeaching the character of Burnett. 
A. G. Lewis testified impeaching the cuarac- 
ter of Matthews, wnvu had admitted to wit- 
ness that he bad manipulated the board 
of supervisors of Copiah county 
and made money by so doing. Dr. O. H. 
Spence testitied to the peaceavie character of 
the election at Green’s sture precinct. He 
beeved, however, that the independenis 
stuffed the ballot box. W. C. Wilkinson testi 
fled that the election at Crystal Springs was 
peaceable and quiet, and that the s'atement 
inade that the annuuncement of President 
Matthews's death was applauded, was untrue. 
Witness regarded it as a great misfortune. 
He opposed ali manner of violence and fraud 
in elections, C. Price testified concerning 
Matthews’s controlling influence with 
tue board of supervisors, of which wit- 
ness Was &@ thenitér. J... Nelson testified to 
the corruption of the members of the board 
of supétvisors. E. W. Brown, clerk of the 
circultcourt, testified impeaching Buraeit’s 
statement in the before named interview, 
that he had the most law practice in the 
county record, showing but ten cases 
to his credit, and those most- 
ly important. He considered Matthews a 
violent man, and thinks he always went 
armed, Daniel Woods testified, contradicting 
the statement of Novel Ramsey, that Woods 
tuld him before the election that Matth-ws 
would be killed. J. L. Meade, chairman of 
the democratic committee at the lastelection, 
testified that he did not encourage fraud or 
violence. tie related incidents occuring 
before and afer the election, substan- 
lial.y as testified to by other 
democrats, The witness attribued 
tue excitement preceding the election to fears 
of the people that the Matthewscrowd wouid 
g*t possession of the county government, re- 
sullingin the ruin of the people. Witness 
cuusidered some candidates on the independ- 
ent ticket personally good men, but under the 
influence of Matthews, which they were. He 
thought the resolution advising Matthews not 
to Vute ill advised. He presided at the meet- 
ing «and approved of the resolutions 
adopted after Matthews’s death. kK. H. 
Thompson, attorney, and W. H. Gowan, 
commissioners of elections of Copiah county, 
both testified to Mati hews’s violence in polit 
ical matters. F. J. Hargrove, sheriff of Copiah 
county, testified favorably concerning the 
peaceable law-abiding cbaracter of the white 
people of the county. He believed he had 
done his entire duty under the law in arrest- 
ing men charged with disturbing the peace 
in beat three, and releasing them on their 
own recognizance. He believed he wouid 
bave been elected sheriff without any bull- 
dozing. James Sexvon,of counsel for Copiah 
county, before the committee, testified con- 
cerning the occurrences preceding the elec: 
tion. From his ksowledge as an attorney in 
one case, and from iniormation obtained 
from attorneys and otbers as to the other two 
cases, Witness is satisfied, in fact feels sure, 
tuat the kijling of Wallace, the whipping 
of Partner, and the burning of C,ump’s 
house Were in no way connected with poli- 
tics, and does not belleve that the armed men 
whocame into Huozlehurst had anything to 
do with these or other outrages. He consic- 
ers the resolutions against the Matthews 
family the result of great excitement; that a 
large Majority of the white people do not 
indorse tuem.

EL MAHDI'S MEN. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH THE F A- 
MOUS ARARI PASHA. 


Who Looks Upon the Present Movem: nt asan Ef. 
fort of the P ople for Freedem-—The Latest 
Intelligence From the Front—The Dis- 
aster of the London Explosion. 


Lonpox, February 26.—The current of 
events in Egyptcalls up the name of Arabi 
Pasha, whose movemert was the beginning 
of the present trouble. He is now in exile in 
Columbo Ceylon, where Moncure D. Conway 
recently found him seated on a veranda—a 
large, fine-looking man, dressed in pure white 
garmentsof French cut. ‘He offered me,” 


says Mr, Conway, ‘‘cigarettes, lit one himself, 
and the interpreter having taken his stand 
before us, our conversation began without re- 
mark about the beautiful weather, which de- 
served mention. He told me that he had re- 
ceived many friendly expressions from Eng- 


land and from America. I told him I was 
not surprized to hear that, and that [ myself 
had heard eminent persons in London speak 
of him with respect and sympathy 

He asked: ‘What was the cause 
why such should like me?’ I told him I be- 
lieved it to be because the English people 
loved freedom, and whatever some may have 
thought, there were many who believed that 
the Egyptians with whom he had been aaso- 
ciated were suffering under an oppression. 

He wassilent fora few moments then said: 
‘There are millions of men bound underons.’ 
In the course of further conversation, he said: 
‘No, Ido not feelso much mental trouble 
now. I haye not been away from Colombo 
vet, though I may do so hereafter. I 
nave sat on this veranda every day 
since I came here. The house is pleasant, 
I am kindly treated by the English residents, 
and have no reason tocomplain. In mind I 
am not troubled, because | nave perfect faith 
that Egypt will befree. The world will find 
jt necessary. I look on with deep feeling, 
bat wit ng fear as to the final results of the 
movemeats in aoa around Egypt. In another 
connection he said; ‘Well, yes, the idea has 
sometimes entered my mind of a Visit to Eng- 
land, but now all that rests on Another will 
than mine,” ‘‘Lobserved particularly,’’ says 
Mr Couway, ‘‘that when Arabi Pasha spoke 
of England it was without any bitterness, 
nor was there any reservation of ill will 
discoverable in his look or manner, At 
the ciose of our conversation’ the 
famous Pasha expressed a very lively interest 
in America. He considered the war which 
had ended in the liberation of 4,000,000 ne- 
groesasan idealeventin the century, and 
said: ‘Alas, there are millions whoare still 
slaves. ‘Where are, as [ said, twelve mullions 
in Fgvpt bound to the willofone man. But 
itcannot remainso. Isit hereon this ver- 
anda from week to week and study Kaglish 
every day. That is my main occupa- 
tion. What will the English do 
in Egypt? This last question was 
not put exactly to me, but to the universe. 
It was aslowly put problem. I took this mo- 
ment torise. Again his form towered before 
ine, with itsgrand proportions. I left Arabi 
with the conviction that he is a very able 
man, a geuuine patriot, the real representa- 
tive of a people, but also with my first suspi- 
cion that religious enthusiasm, not to say fa- 
naticism, may have had more to do with bis 
agitation in Egypt than his English sympa- 
thizers have supposed,”’ 

The Egyptian officers have discarded their 
uniform and appear indifferent to the situa- 
tion of affairs. A number of convicts who 
were implicated in the massacres at Alexan- 
dria, and recently released by order of admi- 
ral Hewitt, are joyfully parading the town 
expecting a rebel iriamph. Two French men 
of war have arrived in Suakim. 

One thourand British troops advanced four 
miles from Trinkat today, and occapied 
Baker Pasba’s fortifications. The enemy re- 
tired waving their spears. 

KHARTOUM TRANQUIL, 

Kbartoum is tranquil. Toe market is fall 
of Arabs daily who freely bring in their pro- 
duce on foot, The price of vegetabies has 
fallen one-half since Gordon’s-arrival. The 
coudition of affairs in Suakim is critical. 
the Tarks who were in command ofthe Nu- 
biaus that refused to go to Trinkat have re- 
sigued.

There are stilisome horses, mules 
and stores aboard. 

THE LONDON EXPLOSION. 

Lonpon, February 26 —fne explosion shat. 
tered the windows of the Metropulitan under- 
ground railway depot,sixty yards distant,and 
tbe fronts of houses for some disiance in 
other directions were badly damaged. The 
Victoria refreshment room was wrecked, and 
a clock eight feet high was biown from the 
wall and thrown six yardsaway. The streets 
in the neighborhood are completely strewn 
with broken glass. A numerous force of 
police and the fire brigade quickly reached 
the spot and quenced the fire, thus saving the 
depot. The debris is left untouched till the 
arrival of Colonel Magendie, chief inspector 
of explosives, who wiit make a thorough ex 
amination of the explosion. Detectives are 
actively inquiring into the matter All three 
hy pothesis—gas, gunpowder and dynamite— 
are wivanced and discussed, dynamite being 
the favorite theory. 

An officer who claims familiarity with dy- 
namiute, entered the office a few minutes at- 
ter the explosion. He detected a smell of 
burned dynamite. The theory that the ex- 
piosion was caused by dyuamite is further 
confirmation, from the fact that the} 
greatest damage was done _ latterally. 
Toe iron railing guarding the stairs near the 
cioak room was snapped asunder and iwisted 
into grotesque shapes; only two persOns were 
injured and they slightly. The officials of 
the railroad discredits the idea that the ex- 
plosion was the result of private malice, as 
the cost of the material would deter a dis- 
charged servant from thus retaliating. It is 
geacrally attributéd to persons who caused 
tbe expiosion in the Praed sireet station, of 
the underground railwey, some months ago.

A BULLET THROUGH HIS BRAIN. 


A Creasy Patient Aticmpta to Werder ao Sivter and 
ihen + ommilts suicide, 


Str. Louis, Mo, February 26 —John 
an inmate of St. Elizabeth's hospital. in 
Belleville, attempted to kill Sister Liberia in 
that institution late last night, and foilowed 
it by committing suicide. The scene of the 
tragedy is only a few yards from the recent 
convent calamity. Barth has been a patient 
in the bospital since 1883, a victim of con- 
sumption. Abouteight o'clock last night 
Sister Liberia went to the invalid’s room to 
look after hia tire and to replenish it, if 
need be. Barth was in a sitting posture on 
the bed, and the sister asked him if he would 
have some more coal on the fire. He replied 
in & surly, snappish tone that everything was 
all right, and to let the fire alone. Tce sister, 
however, knelt before the stove with an iron 
poker in her hand, but had hardly done so 
when Barth drew a cevolver and fired 
at the kneeling woman. The ball d en- 
tirely through her left ear, grazed the side of 
her head, strack on the wall behind the 
“ove, but rebounded and feil on the floor, 
The injared sister fell prostrate, and the in- 
valid might have repeated his shot more ef- 
fectively but for the sppearance of Father 
Gough, pastor of the English-speaking Catho- 
lic church, who hes been residing in the 
hospital for some time past. The father, 
startled by the report of a revolver, rasbed in 
the direction from which the sound came, 
and threw open ‘ae@ door of Barth's room. 
The insané patient, for there is little doubt 
that he was laboring under an aberration of 
mind, hesitated when he heard footsteps in 
the hallway, but continued to hold the 
weapon in his hand. With the help of one 
or two sisters the wounded sister was removed 
to another room. and while she was being 
conveyed thither Barth turned the pistol to 
his face, pressed itagainst his forehead, pulled 
the trigger and fell back a corpse. 

The attempted murder and suicide created 
great excitement for atime. It was suon 
ascertained that Sister Liberia was nut much 
injured, and would recover in a few days, 
altnough her escape from death wag almost 
miraculous. Barth, the would-be homicide 
and seif-destroyer, was at the time of the 
tragedy twenty-one years of age. Early last 
evening he went out with the remark: “I’m 
going to the ball this evening.’’ Fifteen min- 
utes after he returned to bis room the first 
shot was fired, and four minutes afterward 
the lunatic killed himself. While absent from 
the hospital, Barth undoubtedly purchased 


& Wesson manufacture. 

For some months past the deceased hag 
acted like aninsane man. He was irritable, 
cross, and at times inclined to be violent. 
The physician of the institution warned the 
sisters to be aware of him. as he was danger- 
ous and might kill somebody. In addition to 
consumption, Barth suffered with the fistala 
on his left side, which hasteried his loss of 
mind. The young man’s mother died from 
blood poisoning, contracted while dressing 
her son’s wound, Barth was born and reared 
at Muscoutan, ten mules from Belleviile, 
where a large number of his relatives now 
reside, The suicide was well connected, his 
father, who died a short time since, being a 
respected, well-to-do farmer. Several of the 
young man’s relatives, oa his motber’s side, 

ave been insane, which is anotber link in 
the chain of evidence that he was not io his 
right mind when he tried tokill the sister. 
She was resting easily this evening. Her 
maiden name was Miss Peters, and she came 
to this country from Westphalia, Germany. 
Shortly after the occurrence the coronor held 
an inquest on Barth’s remains, and the jury 
returned a verdict of ‘death by suicied while 
laboring under atemporary fit of insanity,’

His wife sharea 
wiih him these rude accom mo- 
dations, The bark of the houncs 
awoke the fugitivesand the wife fied toward the 
nuuse, DubByose ran one hundred yards aud the 
hounds pressed him sv close that he took refuge 
vehind a tree. The pursuers came up *nd called 
on him to surrender. Iu rep:y Dubose sheltered 
his budy pehiad the tree and held a pistol in each 
baud on bis pursuers. They told Lim that if he 
fired they w0uld kili him, aud they didn’t want to 
do that.

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SUNK BY AN ICEBERG. 


Terribic Experience of a Ship's Crow ow tho Atlantic. 
From the New York Limes. 

The crew of the wrecked steamer Notting 
Hili, who arrived in this city on the State of 
Nebraska, have a story to tell of their narrow 
escape from death which equals in its details 
ot the strugyzie for life and the providential 
rescue many talesof romance and yarns of 
the torecastie. Early on Saturday morning, 
February 2 while the Notting Hill was under 
only half headway, steaming through a dense 
fog for this city, the fog suddenly lifted. The 
wind had shifted from west-southwest to 
west-northwest. The cflicers had in the fog 
managed to keep in clear water, and until it 
lifted, they knew nothing of the danger 
whick surrounded them. They then found 
the vessel in the midst ofa vastice floe. In 
every direction, as far as the eye cou!d reach, 
there were visible vast fields of detached ice, 
no unusual sightat this season of the year, it 
is true. But the weather was very rough and 
the ice seemed to be shutting down on the 
ill fated vessel. About9 o'clock the steamer 
slowed up still more and made for the south- 
ward. At11:50 there was a terrific crash and 
cracking oa the port side. Tae vessel had run 
into a buge cake of ice which showed about 
twelve feet abeve the water and seemed about 
50 feet in width and of very great length. 
This coming with great force hud struck the 
vessel a terrific blow abreast the engineroom. 
It lifted her from the water asif she were a 
toy. She fell back against the great ice cake 
with a dull thud, and trembled as if about te 
fall to pieces. Then came a teriibie panic in 

he crew—terrible because’ the forty-seven 
cattle-drovers, who were working their way 
back, lost all control of their senses, and were 
for several minutes like a body of crazy men. 

Captain Bennett and his officers fairly drove 
sense buck into the men by informing them 
that the oaly way in which they could save 
their lives was by strict obedience to orders. 
Three or four times the vessel banged up 
against the floe with terrible violence. When 
the vessel slid past her,destroyer the engineers 
found that the pouoding had cracked the 
heavy steel plates for a distance of some fif- 
teen feetin a straight line fore and aft. 
Tbruugh this crack they could easily have 
forced their hand, and there was a holea 
foot in diameter at ihe point where the flve 
had first struck the plate with its sharp cor- 
ner. The’ waver rushed in with terrific force 
when the vessel rolled to port, as thougao it 
were forced into the vessel with a pump. 

It was bitterly cold; there was ice every- 
where. To add to the troubles, the great floe 
struck the propeller screw and disabled the 
port engine. Captain Bennett set men to 
work with blankets, wedges and planks try- 
ing to stop the crack which was visible 
These did but little good, however, for the 
water poured in such volumes asto affect 
the steam pipes and condense the steam, so 
thac it was with the greatest difficulty that 
the pumps could be made to work. The 
stoke-hole filled rapidly and the men were 
driven out, although sume of them worked 
there until the water was up to their waists 
aud it was impossible for them to stand, 
Every puwp was manned and «very man 
worked for dear life. The eight air-tight 
compartments were fastened as securely as 
possible, The water seemed to gain consiant- 
iy, andthecaptain feared the vessel would 
founder. Each of the six boats was stocked 
wiih a week's provisions for eighteen men 
each, and the blue ligots and rockets were 
equally divided between them. Tae signal 
flags, ‘‘Assistance required—in_ distress,’’ 
were hoisted and both the English and 
American flags were hoisted at the peak, 
jacks down, Nine miies to the northward 
tbe crew of the foundering vessel could seea 
bark-rigzed, four-masted steamer, with a 
black funnel, making to the north, and also 
inthe ica. The chief officer and 4@ crew left 
the Notting Hili and made fur the steamer, 
which they supposed, from her course, to be 
bouad for Boston. They pulied for five miles 
toward her, and though she was but four niles 
away she refused to answer the signals of dis- 
tress, which must have been seen, as the 
officers ot the Notting Hill say they plainly 
saw her yards from their deck. Asshe passed 
out of sight all hope of rescue seemed to be 
lost. 

When the chief officer returned the crew 
were set to work to keep the vessel afloat. 
fhe cargo of sugsr. indig»s, glue, spirits, 
brandy and bales of linseed, millet seed, 
hemp seed, and bales of rags were dumped in- 
to the sea. The vessel hove to under canvas, 
anddrifted to the southward. With only 
such intervals as were necessary to obtain 
food, the men worked steadily at the pumps 
and at baling the water out witb buckets. Ou 
Monday the steamer drifted clear of the ice, 
and canvas was thrown out tosiop the holes, 
but did no good. The engineroom began to 
fill, and at dusk the engineers were standing 
in water waist deep, with a pressure of eighty- 
five pounds ofsteam, trying to work the 
pumps, Compartment No. 5 was filled with 
water. Oa Monday evening compartment 
No. 3 suddenly began to fiil, indicating a new 
break, and at daybreak it had 9 feet of waiter 
init. Death seemed to stare thecrew in the 
face, for there seemed to be little safety in 
open boats in such asea. All hope seemed 
to be gone, when at 3:30 Tuesday afternoon, 
the State of Nebraska was sighted. It was 
6:30 when the chief officer of that vessel 
buardea the foundering vessel. He advised 
Captain Bennett to leave her atonce, as there 
was no chance to save her. She was wallow- 
ing in the sea, rolling so badly thatit was im- 
possible for the men to keep their feet on her 
decks, Every sea swept her bulwarks. At 
7:30 the last boat, containing the captain, 
chief officer and chief engineer, left the Not- 
ting Hiil, which went tothe bottom within 
six hours afterward inall probability. When 
she was abandoned the stoke-hole and engine- 
room were Billed with water, there was four- 
teen feet of water in compartment No. 5. 
twelve feetin No. 3, and two boilers bad 
broken away and were battering against the 
vessel's side. But forthe timely arrival of 
the Nebraska the crew would have gone to the 
bottom during Tuesday night. From Satur- 
day noon unui the time of the rescue no man 
on the vessel obtained over three hour’s sleep, 
and Captain Benneit slept but one hour. 
Several of the men were frost-bitten, but 
aside from this none were injured and no lives 
were lost. 

‘It was the third and last call for her and 
she had to go,” saidone of the crew. ‘“Sae 
was an unlucky vessel. Three or four trips 
ago, when 300 miles out from 
Halifax, she foundered 
and had to “put for repairs. 
On her last trip outward she came in collision 
with a German vessel in the channel, split a 
hole in her side eighteen feetlong, and had 
to put into Piymouth for repairs. All this 
bad luck was due to the fact that she hada 
——biack cat on board. That's enough to 
sink any ship.”

Tne leading actors in the-mill were the 
Hoo G: J. Wright, at ove time judge of the 
Albany circuit, and the Hon. Rovert N. Ely, 
ex-attorney-general of Georgia The exact 
causes which led to the miil are known only 
to the two gentlemen and their mutual friend, 
Hon W. T. Jones, of Albany, who was pre- 
sent during a portion of the quarrel, and wo 
wis alsO an eye witness ww the fight 
But notwithstanding tse guarded mian- 
ber in which = they epeak when 
questioned about the difficulty they have giv- 
en away enough to inturm those with whow 
they conversed thatthe fight was the resuit 
of a dispute concerninga transaction of sev- 
eral years ego, Mr Ely atone time resided 
in Albany and between bim and Judge 
Wright there was a warm friendship. Dur 
ing that timea litigation of some kind oc 
curred in Dougherty county, and both gen- 
tlemen were engaged in the case. 

Judge Wright came to Atlanta 
last week 'o atiend to some cases 
in the supreme court. Yesterday evening he 
and Mr Ely met peartbe Markham, and dur- 
mg the conversation between them the old 
Dougherty county case was reverted to 
Whilethe two gentiemen were conversing 
they entered the Markham house rotunda 
and sat down side by sid+ on the right of the 
building. Finally they disagreed upon some 
point in the case and the emphatic argument 
of each claiming that his view wasright 
attracted the attention of Mr. Jones and 
some other gentlemen. Sundenly Judge 
Wright, who was sittingon Mr. Ely’s right, 
arose from his chair, and as he afose, struck 
Mr. Elyin thetace. Mr. Ely attempted to 
rixe but Judze Wright grabbed him justas he, 
himself, was grabbed by mutual friends, who 
separated the two. Judge Wright carriesa 
large cane, and some of the eye witnesses 
assert that he used it when he struck Mr. 
Ely. while others say thatthe lick was with 
the fist However, the lick was an exceeding- 
ly severe one, and will put Mr_ kEly’s 
left eye im mourning for some days, as it was 
located on the left cheek bone. 

Toe rovunda was quite full when the difii- 
eulty cecurred, butso quietly was it conducted 
and so quickly ws it suppressed that only a 
few presen’ knewof it. After the two gen 
tiemen had been separated they passed a few 
words, and then Mr, Ely left the bouse. 
Judge Wright is a large man. He is 
fully six feet bgh and has a 
powerful looking frame, but be 
he is greatly bothered with rneumatism.

Ely, though coasiderab'y smaller, is younger 
and apparently quite able to take care of 
himself. Late last night it was quietiy whis- 
pered about that Mr Ely did not think he 
had been given fair play, and that a friend 
would be consulted by him as to what he 
should do.

As the story goes, in the town ot Coven'ry 
the people were sorely oppressed with emp‘y 
larders, and the womenof the town went 
to the earl and begged that 
the taxes be not collected. Lady 
Godiva, a woman of tender heart, the wife of 
the earl, appealed to her lord in behalf of the 
starving population. 

‘*You would not let your little finger ache 
for such us these?’’ he said, . 

“She replied that sxe would ‘‘die for them,”’ 
and s'raightway he proposed that if she 
would ride naked through the town he would 
relinquish the tax:s 

Then she “‘unclasped the wedded eagles of 
her belt,’’ disrobed and geing down to her 
‘‘palfrey’’ waiting at the door, rode through 
the town clothed only in her chasiity, The 
town people had been warred to keep in 
doors, and only one “Peeping Tom,’ diso- 
beyed the injunction, and was struck blind 
for the offen:e. 

The arust represents Lady Godiva as she 
stepped from the door. A cloak alone 
partially encircles her fair form, and is just 
ready tu be thrown off = The original paint- 
ing was by Jan Van Lerius, one of the school 
of artists of Which Rembrandt and Rubens 
were such conspicuous types.

The third picture is De Beaumount’s in- 
terpretation of the “Temptation of St. An- 
thony.”? Some of the oldest inhabitants will 
remember that St. Anthooy was a very noe 
monk who retired to his cave to meditate 
upon the truth of the Bible. The devil en- 
deavored to tempt him away, firat by threats 
and then by sending to bis side the vision of 
a lovely woman-clad in primeval airiness 
But the faithful old saint was true to his 
principles and withstood the temp‘ation, It 
is this last scene that the artist presents and 
for it he was given the legion of the cross of 
the legion of honor. A copy of it is in almost 
every art collection, 

COMMENT ON TUE CASE. 

Colonel Johbu T. Grant, woo is known to be 
a dear lover of art, looked at the pictures and 
remarked: 

I guess they will come out 
next and get the little boys ou: of my front 
yard This is no worse than the ‘Three 
Graces’ that I have in my parlor.” 

Another citizen weil up in art matters obD- 
served:

statuery of Praxitelles and the painting of 
Phidias to the present time.”’ 

Another citizen said: 

“Tuis reminds ms of when Ross Wynans, 
of Baliimore, bad to build a stone fence 
arou.d the statuary in his yard to keep it 
from the geze of the modest pubic, Later 
on tbe moudest publicasked +im to remove 
the stone fence and he declined.’’

AN ARTISr’S VIEWS. 

Mr. James H. Moser, a well known artist 

who has seen a good deal of this sort of thing, 
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| said to a CONSTITUTION man: 


‘It is said that ignorance of the law excuses 
no man of crime. Itis his business to know 
the law. Ignorance of art is not the dealer’s 
fault. Whena picture is gotten up witha 
lewd object in view the motive is perfectly 
elear to everyone. There are many different 
kinds ot trutbsin art, and for the most part 
the public knows nothing of the deeper 
truths, forit is satisfied with the surface 
truths. There isa great dealof affected art 
taste which flatters itselt that it is in posses- 
sion of tbe open secret and is down 
deep into ths real truths of art, whereas, in 
reality, it is only playing with the surface 
truths The original of this picture of Falero’s, 
the ‘‘I'win Stars,’’ I saw in New York some 
years ago at the celebrated Wolfe sale. It 
took its place in a collection of high class 
works of art allsmal! paintings. none of which 
were worth less than a thousand dollars. The 
most cultivated plein New York visi‘ed 
the collection and were highly gratified with 
it. It never occurred to me that it was paint- 
ed to gratify « low taste. The question arises 
whether the higher forms of 
beauty in poe'ry and painting 
are to be shut out from the eyes of an igoor- 
ant public, or whether they shall be thrown 
open to them without an interpreter, That 
is the great question. That an interpreter is 
necessary is evident encugh to even a casual 
observer, and isa fact long ago established 
with professional artists. Sometimes a pro- 
fessional artist regards thisstate of things 
with an angerdeeply shaded with distrust 
and pity. The mood usually wears itself 
away, and he finds himseif dwelling peace- 
fully in the sunny atmosphere which an 
intelligent perception of art will tbrow about 
the life of any human being who will conse- 
crate his life and talent upon that alter. The 
solving ef this problem is a matter that I do 
not, as an artist, feel called upon to do. I 
am a painter and nota political economist.”

“I have enceavored and em still trying to get 
the commissioners or thecouucil to postpose the 
awai ding ofthis work until we can be heard from.

the world and all we want is the opportunity to 
proveit. Atlanta ixinan experime:utal stage 2s

“Do you want to bid on the work?’’ 

“Yes, sir. Wedon't care foratiof it. We sim- 
ply wanota Coviract for pating part of Peschtree, 
orany other street in the eity.
